The Neil House in Columbus is the 
political headquarters of the’ state’s 
politicians. It is to Columbus what 
the Kimball House is to'Atlanta. This 
old-fashioned hotel is just across the 
street from the statehouse, and from 
the lobby can be seen every man 
who goes in or out of the governor’s 
office. This is sometimes important. 

One of the notable figures in the 
lobby of the Neil House the past few 
days has been Wade H. Ellis, the re- 
publican state chairman. Mr. Ellis 
was formerly an assistant attorney 
general of the United States, but was 
taken out of the trust-busting de- 
partment and made the official fat-fry- 
er for Ohio by the president. The 
manner in whieh Ellis was put on 
the state nettled the Ohio leaders and 
they have not yet gotten over their 
irritation. The same thing might have 
been accomplished with less injury to 
their feelings, but the president acted 
openly and told them this was the man 
he wanted for state boss. The lead- 
ers accepted the president’s man, it is 
true, but with very bad grace. 

If Harmon is elected next November, 
his closest friends here believe he 
wil] be the logical man for the demo- 
cratic nomination for president. But 
the rank and file of the people who 
are singing the praises of Harmon, 
want him, because he has made a good 
governor.

RISHOP CANDLER 


Young J. Allen Memorial 
Church Dedicated. 


Marks Epoch in Emory’s His- 
tory---Following Sermon, the 
Church Formally Presented 
by President Asa G. Candler. 


By Linton K. Starr. 

Emory College, Oxford, Ga., June 5.— 
(Special.)—Following a powerful ser- 
mon by Bishop Warren A. Candler, the 
Young J. Allen Memorial church was 
dedicated this morning in the presence 
of one of the largest assemblages ever 
gathered here. The board of trustees 
occupied seats immediately in front of 
the rostrum, and just behind these 
were the members of the graduating 
class, in academic costume. In the con- 
gregation were not only many of the 
most prominent Methodists of Georgia 
and a number of foreign missionaries. 
but numbers of members of other de- 
nominations. 

After appropriate music by local tal- 
ent the servicés were opened with a 
fervent prayer by Rev. J. O. A. Cook, 
after which lessons were read by Dr. 
Charles E. Dowman, ex-president of 
the college and now presiding elder of 
the Oxford district; also by Rev W. H. 
LaPrade, Jr., pastor in charge here. 
Bishop Candler read a lesson from 
Acts xvii, 15-31, after which he delivered 
a characteristic stirring sermon, which 
forcibly impressed and appealed to 
the congregation through its intense 
earnestness and soundness of argument. 

Thirst for Spiritual Life. 

The dominating thought of the ser- 
mon was on the universal hungering 
for God as revealed only through the 
Arisen Christ and the regenerative 
powers of the Gospel. He said that 
the most desperate need of men is the 
knowledge of God, and that the most 
pathetic fact in the universe is the

human being which fails to find God. 
He said that persons needed most the 


| Supreme Person, and that adoration is 


man’s highest power. 

“Hence,” he said, “the purpose of 
God in creation and history is that 
mén may seek Him and find Him,” and 
said that the modern notion of hav- 
ing found God and of Christianity con- 
sisting in merely feeding and clothing 
the poor and charitable works, does 
not satisfy; that we want to know our 
Father and touch our brother. He said 
that the dominant movements of his- 
tory were spiritual movements, and 
cited instances; that science and polit- 
ical and commercial movements are 
not the mighty movements, but that 
spiritual movements dominate this and 
all ages. 

He asked the question, “How are 
you to find God?’ and quoted, “O that 
I knew where I might find Him that I 
might come even to His seat! Behold 
I go forward, but He is not there; and 
backward, but I cannot perceive Him. 
On the left hand when He doth work, 
but I cannot behold Him; He hideth 
Himself on the right hand, that I can- 
not see Him. ‘But He knoweth the way 


I take.” The bishop said that the an- 
swer of God to the question is not in 
a system of theology; that God cannot 
be found outside of a person and that 
person Jesus Christ. He sald “Men 
can find God only in Christ and in the 
Risen Christ.” That the Son of God Is 
a Risen Personality, hungering for 
souls, and that God can regenerate 
men. | } 
Christianity Reigns Supreme. 

Bishop Candler’s closing thought 
was that all history, therefore. is in 
cooperation with the Christian move- 
ment and culminates in the world’s 
finding Ged, which heals its sorrows, 
corrects its disorders. and crowns it 
with festal joys eternal, al] things be- 
ing made new. 

Bishop Candler followed his sermon 
with appropriate remarks on the new 
church, the old building, which hag 
been used as a church for the past 
seventy years, and the missionary in 
whose memory the new building has 
been erected. He spoke of the great 
self-sacrifice of Dr. Young J. Allen in 
gcing to China “‘to carry the Gospel of 


God.” He spoke of how fitting 
that a monument to Dr. Allen should 
be erected in this place, and earnestly 
expressed his hope and belief that the 
power of God should be manifested in 
the new building, exclaiming. “May 
this.place be a Bethel where many will 
find God.” He said that, although the 
place of worship has been moved from 
an old to a new church, “May there be 
no change in the religious characteris- 
tics of this institution.” 

Charch Formally Presented by Board. 
When Bishop Candler had closed, 
President Asa G. Candler, of the board 
of trustees, made a forma!) presentation 
of the church in behalf of the board, 
after which the impressive ceremonies 
of dedivating the building took place. 
The dedication of the Young J. Allen 
Memorial church marks an epoch in 
the history of Emory college, since for 
many years those most intimately as- 
sociated with the college have ilong- 
ingly looked forward to the time when

THE LOOMING HARMON. 


In the steady march of political readjustment which points the 
| declesion from power of the republican party and the ascension of

A correspondent of The Philadelphia Press, commenting upon 
the advent of the annual summer rush to the old world, estimates 
that at least $3,500,000 is being spent for first cabin steamship 
accommodations. This does not, of course, include second or third 
cabin reservations, or the cheaper modes employed by Americans 
with sufficient desire to see Europe to patronize the cruder styles 
in travel, 

The sums here set down and intimated are merely the be- 
ginning of the yearly tribute America pays to Europe. 

All of these first-cabin passengers are people of means, many 
of them of large wealth. They will- pour an aggregate of scores of 
millions into the pockets of every country in the old world. 

The American traveling tourists, even those keeping an eagle 
eye on every penny, cannot escape: without a goodly contribution 
to the bank accounts of the foreign railways, hotels, bazars and the 
innumerable devices wherewith the shrewd European flattens the 
pocket-book of the globe-girdling American. 

Nor does this take into account the regular year-round travel 
—whether expressed in the American of independent fortune to 
whom a trans-Atlantic trip is about as epochal as a journey to 
Macon, or the international business man whose itineraries mean 


‘the annual transplanting in the aggregate of almost incredible sums 


from this country to the old-world nations. 

Year by year the exports of gold from these shores to Europe. 
mount higher and higher, broken only by the infrequent intermis- 
sions of panic or depression years. These prodigious sums by which 
we burn incense to pleasure and business are held in check only 
by the returning streams of Européan gold, sent here to pay for 
the cotton, wheat, steel and manufactured products the old countries 
purchase in America. 

No sensible man would, if he could, put a check to the in- 
creasing tendency of Americans of every station to invade the na- 
tions across the ocean. Travel is one of the most effective auxiliary 
educators, and in this role it is accentuated when the destination 
happens to be one of historic interest. And a nation only travels 
the seas on a large and ascending scale when it is prosperous. 

But—why not see America first? There are spectacles in this 
country that both rank -with and outclass the show-places of the 
old world. They are infinitely more accessible and the sums spent 
in reaching them are kept in this country, not sent abroad to run 
up the balance on the wrong side of the international ledger.

In trying to excuse themselves for 
their pee-wee performance in _ the 
house of congress on Thursday last, by 
saying they were “defending the 
south,” those “little democrats” who

“Editor Constitution: I have read 
with a great deal of interest your edi- 
torial, ‘A Sermon to the Church.’ 

“This editorial says that you under- 
stand the condition in this, our be- 
loved, southland. The negro who 
thinks will never forget the stand you 
have taken in this matter affecting his 
deepest life. I wish the white people 
of the south, who know our needs bet- 
ter than the white man north, east or 
west, would see this one fact—that if 
half of the money spent in guard-pro- 
tection was used in the moral and re- 
ligious uplift of the negro that we 
would have a much happier land. 

“With such men as you, Mr. Editor, 
to call this country to duty on this 
serious situation the morning rays of a 
better day will soon dawn. 

“For nearly four years I have been 
at work in the midst of 56,000 of my 


as thé! people; many of them have never had 


any religious instruction. Many of 
those who havé had this instruction 
have received it at the hands of per- 
sons very poorly prepared for the duty. 

“If the intelligent negro, helped by 
the best white people, does not reach 


tired from office to represent the state | this masg of ignorant and superstitious 


people it may be that they, in their 
ignorance and vice, will reach forth 
their hands and pull down the pillars 
of our boasted civilization. Our great 
trouble—I mean the negro—is our 
moral and religious ignorance. The 


negro is not able to redeem himself. 
He must have the help of the white 
man. 

‘We have not simply preached in our 
little church at the corner of Hum- 
phrey and Chapel streets, but we have 
organized three Sunday schools in the 
slum districts of this city.

Everything that is done in the way of 
teachers and money to carry on this 
work has been done by negroes, and 
poor negroes at that. I have wondered 
why no white man has ever seen what 
I am trying to do and come around and, 
at least, say a kind word. 

“This little church of mine ts also 
struggling to keep a home for three or 
four antebellum members who are too 
old to care for themselves. The doin 
of this work for the needy has cause 
a rush of this class of people to our 
little church, so that we are crowded 
out—have not room to accommodate 
the throngs of children and old folks 
who come to hear of Jesus and thus be 
blessed. 

“Our souls long to get the boys and 
girls from the streets and give them 
useful instruction—not simply Bible 
truth, but instruction in a useful oc- 
cupation, such as cooking, sewing, car- 
pentry, etc., but we have not the room. 

“We are planning an effort for $2,500 
to enlarge our church plant.

Cincinnati, June 5.—(Special.)—Fruit 
growers of the south are preparing to 
enter into active competition with the 
horticulturists of the north in the 
matter of dfSplaying their products at 
the Ohio Valley exposition, to be held 
in Cincinnati from August 29 to Sep- 
tember 24.

AS EDUCATOR SEES THEM 


By Isma Dooly. 

Atlanta is rapidly becoming an edu- 
cational center, and there are at pres- 
ent established in the city, besides the 
public school system and the Georgia 
School of Technology, a branch of the 
university, a number of private schools 
for both boys and giris. ~All of these 
meéet some educational call; stand for 
the type of education certain parents 
may desire for their children, but 
there was a call for another school, 
and coming as the response is the 
announcement that Mrs. Robert Cun- 
ningham will open a school for girls 
here in September. 

The announcement is of distinct ed- 
ucational interest, since few pedagog- 
ists in the south are better known, 
and few have had the same advan- 
tages of study and experience, 

Mrs. Cunningham is the daughter of 
the late Rev. Dr. Bberhart, of Ala- 
bama, and represents a family of 
prominence, distinguished for their 
scholarly attainment. She is a first 
honor graduate of Kemper Hall. La- 
ter, she studied and traveled abroad 
under the best auspices and then en- 
spe- 
cilalizing in pedagogic psychology. 
Among her instructors there were Dr. 
Otto Goldsmith, Dr. Hoffman, Dr. Lam- 
ers and Dr. Weltzel. . 

While in the city of Berlin Mrs. 
Cunningham resided in the family 
of the questor of the university, Herr 
Polenz, whose wife, Frau Aldia Polenz, 
had been for years the special instruc- 
tor of the present Emperor Wilhelm 
and the other little princes of the 
royal family. 

At the American embassy in Behren- 
Straffe, Mr. and Mrs. Bancroft Davis, 
noted for their eminent social gifts, 
attracted many distinguished people 
whose personal acquaintance Miss 
Cunningham enjoyed. Among these 
were: Max Miller, Wagner, Joachim, 
Lili Lehman, King Christian IX of 
Denmark, the Empress’ Frederick, 
Minnie Hauck, then Kammerdaugerin, 
and many other remarkable persons. 

At the Sarbonne. 

In Paris, Mrs. Cunningham continued 
her studies, passing the Sarbonne éx- 
amination, and enjoying to the fullest 
extent the art galleries, grand opera, 
Theater Francais and other advan- 
tages of the French capital. Return- 
ing to America, she was prepared to 
assume with her father the conduct 
of the Episcopal Diocesan school in 
Montgomery, Ala., where for ten years 
the best people of that city patronized 
the school. 

With methods far in advance of his 
day her father, Dr. Everhart, gave an 
impetus to the educational develop- 
ment of Alabama. Mrs. Cunningham 
succeeded her distinguished father as 
principal.of Hamner Hall until] her 
marriage, sending forth from her in- 


Unique School. 

Her school here will be unique. It 
will stand for life, preparatory and 
home-preparatory work, as well as for 
the academic training necessary to 
enter college. The studies of the 
children will be vitalized by love, 
gentleness and enthusiasm, and the 
faculty will include a group of 
scholarly people. 

Mrs. Cunningham’s Plans, 

In discussing the justice of the charge 
that many of the young women of the 
lay leaving school are inefficient, and 
the charge that this igs due to the su- 
erficial educational methods in the 
o-called fashionable school, Mrs. Cun- 
iingham was most interesting. She re-

“Thank God! there are not many 
of these mothers, said Mrs. Cunning- 
ham. “Let such hark back to Job, who 
cried, “The thing that I feared is come 
upon me!’ 

“Such mothers are all short-sighted, 
though their hearts may be tender and 
loving. They have but to look into the 
expressionless faces of the uneducated 
mountain women of 30 and 40, to find 
that an undeveloped mentality is the 
favorable soil for wrinkles, sallow 
Skin and faded eyes. 

“They have but to study the counte- 
nances of the intelligent, cultivated, 
thinking women of our great cities to 
find that youth abides in the bright 
eyes, the uplifted head and the sweet 
mouth of her who uses her brain pow- 
er and brings it to fairer summits of 
learning. With such’ a woman age 
loses its hold upon the very fibres of 
hér face; and youth sits enthroned. 
After all, the right school is the one 
that is a genuine simple home for the 
earnest child to develop its latent pow- 
ers. The right school is the one that 
works from the spirit out; that en- 
virons the plastic character with an 
atmosphere radiant with truth, joy, 
ease and mirth; one that avoids the 
deadly levelling proccesses. 

Dr. Lindsay Quoted. 

“This is distinctly an age when edu- 
cational equipmentis absolutely neces- 
sary to man and woman who desire 
to be participants in the forces mak- 
ing for higher civilization,” continued 
Mrs. Cunningham. 

“The director of the School of Phi- 
lanthropy in New York, Dr. Samuel Mc- 
Cune Lindsay, says: ‘There has come 
into American life during the past 
decade a change in the social attitude 
of mind towards children, the like of 
which is not true of any other coun- 
try, or of any previous period.’ Shall 
we in Atlanta fail in recognizing the 
fact that our children are entitled \to 
such valuation? Shall the child of 
poverty, the defective child, the blind 
child and even the delinquent child, 
receive the devoted labor and interest 
of our social leaders, while their own 
daughters are denied a full develop- 
ment of their mental powers—a-: free 
expression of dormant ability and ta 
training that places them in the only 
aristocracy that American institutions 
recognize—the aristocracy of service 
to mankind? 

Atlanta’s Spirit. 

“Atlanta is a marvelous city! Its 
people are semi-conscious of an at- 
traction, a subtle something, that has 
become known everywhere as the ‘At- 
lanta Spirit.’ ) 

“There is a reason for this: Atlanta 
attracts the constructive citizen, and 
makes him her own! Atlanta is a sort 
of magnet that draws to its hospitable 
thoroughfares the advanced thifiker, 
the business imagination,and the so- 
cial developer. Her young souls have 
demanded with irresistible force this 
school for the satisfying of its hopes 
and desires, and for the fulfillment of 
its subconscious dreams. These new 
souls are asking for a new educational 
propaganda which will contemplate 
nothing less than focusing upon the 
individual the entire rare knowledge 
in its adaptation to common life. And 
this must be done, not by taking the 
boy or girl away from the family, still 
less by alluring visions of inaccessible 
rewards. and distant distinctions, but 
by dignifying the everyday life. 

“What our boys and girls want is to 
learn how to be happy at home; how 
to keep well; how to be useful in their 
own sphere; how to transform house- 
hold tasks into a service fadiant with 
content; how to make home life artis- 
tic how to lift burden™.from tired 
shoulders, and how to bring the spirit 
of Jesus Christ into every act of their 
lives. Truly, the dawn is at hand! The 
children of today are unconsciously 
stretching out their eager hearts for 
an education that will make good the 
purest and noblest ideals of Christian 
womanhood.”

225 CASES ON DOCKET 
OF THE CUSTOMS COURT 
of New Tribunal Will 


Judges 
Begin to Hear Argument 
on Tuesday. 


Washington, June 5.—With 225 cases 
on its docket as a starter the latest 
federal court, the United States court 
of custom appeals, will begin business 
Tuesday. 

On that morning the five judges of 
the new court will begin to hear 
arguments in cases on the calendar. It 
is expected that the entire membership 
of the court will be present. It con- 
sists of Presiding Judge Robert H 
Hunt, of Montana; James E. Smith, of 
California; Orion M. Barber, of Ver- 
mont, and Marion deVries, of Cali- 
fornia. 

Although there are 225 cases dock- 
eted in the court, preparations for 
hearing, such as the filing of records 
and briefs, hae made it possible for 
the clerk of the court, Arthur B. 
Shelton, to place only 108 on the cal- 
endar for argument at this time. 

These cases have been gathered from 
all over the country. Importers and 
the government, when not satisfied with 
the decisions of the board of genera! 
appraisers, had taken cases into the 
district courts, the circuit courts and 
the circuit courts of appeais of the 
United States. By law. these were 
transferred to the docket of the court 
of appeals. In addition, many cases 
have been brought direct from the 
board of general appraisers. 

The cases to be heard include most 
of the varieties that arise out of the 
application of tariff laws. Most ot 
them relate to the collection of cus- 
toms under the Dingley law, but many 
call for an interpretation of languagé 
in the Aldrich-Payne tariff act. 

The term of the court whjch begina 
Tuesday probably will run through 
June and July. The court may adjours 
then until September or October. 

One of the rules permits attorneys 
before the federal courts or the court 
of last resort in a state or territory to 
become a member of the bar either by 
recommendation by a judge in one of 
these courts, or upon motion by an 
gttorney of the customs court, 


5 AND 10-CENT STORES 
ARE INVADING ENGLAND 


This American Institution Will 
Change the Custom 
Shopkeeping. 


Washington, June 6.—That distinc- 
tive American institution, the five and 
ten-cent store, has been introduced into 
England, bearing the name of three- 
pence (6 cents) and six-pence (12 cents) 
gtore, and it is believed, according to 
United States Consul! Benjamin F. 
Chase, at Leeds, that thig enterprise, 
which is run by an American firm, be- 
sides being profitable, wil] change the 
custom of shopkeeping there. 

With the opening recently of a large 
roomy, three-story, centrally located 
five and ten-cent store in Leeds, Eng- 
lish shoppers were given the oppor- 
tunity of entering and looking around 
without being pressed to buy. The 
English appreciation of this innova- 
tion is shown by the tnterest aroused 
in the buying public there, crowds of 
people constantly visiting the store. 
On the opening day more than 47,000 
persons inspected the rooms. 

Five such stores now have been open- 
ed in the larger cities of England by 
American enterprises. Leeds is the 
shopping center of at least one mii- 
lion péople.

THUMPS OF PIGS 

P. A. Moore, Hatcher Station, Ga.— 
Mother’ has two young sows that she 
got from a neighbor the past spring. 
They are of the Red Essex strain, and 
were with pigs when brought home. 
The pigs came the last of March (one 
six, one seven), and seemed to do all 
right for about a month; then began 
dying with what is called “thumps.” 
They were in a pasture with fresh 
water. First they began to look thin 
through loins and hips, at the same 
time developing a cough, and seemed 
to be troubled with a lung weakness, 
living a week or ten days. 

Answer—Thumps is otherwise known 
as palpitation of the heart. It is rather 
& result of a disease than a disease it- 
self, usually a deranged state of the 
stomach, the result of feeding too much 
corn or other food that is deficient in 
nitrogen. In the early stages, give one 
or two ounces of Epsom salts or the 
same of castor oil. Follow this with 5 
to 15 drops each. of laudanum and tinc- 
ture of digitalis every 2 or 3 hours un- 
til relieved. When the violent symp- 
toms are relieved, feed on new milk 
and a little oatmeal gruel until the 
strength is regained. I do not believe 
in putting pigs in a close pen, on ac- 
count of the bad sanitary conditions 
and want of exercise. Do not feed 
young pigs on corn if you can do oth- 
erwise. Oats, shipstuffs, middlings and 
shorts are all better.

RINGBONE ON MULE. 

G. D. M., Clarks Hill, S. C.: I have 
a mule which seems to have what is 
called “Ringbone.’”” Just above the 
the hoof on the front feet there seems 
to be a hard gristle, partially around 
the ankle, which causes the mule to 
appear lame, or tenderfooted, which 
unfits it for work. This growth has 
been coming for -several months and 
seems to be gradually growing worse. 

Answer—“Just above the hoof” would 
ordinarily be understood as within an 
inch or two of the upper edge of the 
hoof; but since you say further that 
there ‘is a “hard = gristle partially 
around the ankle,” and it ‘“‘seems 
have what is called ringbone,’”’ I con- 
clude that the disease is not so much 
the hoof, Dut is really on the ankle, 
and it is probably a ringbone on the 
lower pastern joint. The treatment is 
as follows: The animal should have 
rest, the shoes (if shod) removed and 
the foot pared level. If there is heat 
in the part keep it wet with a cloth 
dipped in a solution of % oz. of sugar 
of lead in 1 quart of water and kept 
tied around the pastern. Continue this 
for a few days, then rub in a blister 
ointment compound of 2 drams canth- 
arides, 1 dram bichloride of mercury, 2 
ozs.
